Embargo 


America has slapped a total 
embargo on all goods made in 
Communist China. So any 
American buying treasures in 
the Thieves Market here 1s 
warned to ask for a certificate 
of origin, to prove to the United 
States Customs that the things 
were made in Hongkong. 

An American lady staying in 
my hotel jubilantly showed me 
an ancient-looking horse which 
she had just beught in the 
Thieves Market for 100 dollars 
—‘A genuine Ming Dynasty 
tomb treasure, but it’s all 
right,” she chuckled, “they gave 
me a fake certificate of origin 
saying it was made in Hong- 
kong.” 

I am not surprised that they 
did. The following day I dis- 
covered that they make these 
“Genuine Mina Dynasty tomb 
treasures” at a factory across 
in Kowloon. 

Because I took the trouble tu 
go over and investigate 1 got 
my treasure for just £1. 

While I was here J was 
determined to visit Macao—the 
tiny Portuguese possession 40 
miles to the west at the mouth 
of China’s Pearl River. For 
Mecao has complete freedom of 
import and export of gold 
bullion. and gold there is 
cheaper than in Hongkong, 

Just by going over to Macao, 
buying gold and smuggling it 
back into Hongkong, a Chinese 
can make himself a profit. But 
it is not easy to do. 

Knowing the ChineSe love for 
gold every Chinese returning 
from Macao is carefully frisked 
in the Hongkong Customs shed, 

Of course smuggling in a big 
way makes vast profits. China 
needs gold to buy food for its 
hungry millions. Only last 
week she unloaded 30,000 taels 
(more than 22 tons) of gold in 
Hongkong to pay for grain im» 
ports. 

Anyone buying it in Macao 
and smuggling it into China 
can obviously make himezelf « 
fortune. But Macao itself, three 
hours ,.away by boat across the 
mouth of the muddy _ Pearl

- Museum is as extinct as a dinosaur. Yet most 
of the men who flew in them and survived are 


still in their prime. 


One former navigator, Noble Frankland, for 
example, is at 39 the museum’s director. He was 
also—with the late Sir Charles Webster—author 
of the official history The Strategic Air Offensive 
Against Germany which has renewed interest and 
controversy over the war in the air. 


_ Only one sentence in the four-volume history derives 
directly from his own experience, Dr Frankiand will now 


say. 


This states that at the end 
of the mass assaults on Berlin 
ecanly In 1944 the morale of 
Bomber Command, which had 
suffered appalling losses, was 
unbroken. That had been the 
first impression of Fiying OM- 
cer “Bunny” Frankland when 
he joined his squadron in Lin- 
colnshire. 


But worse was to come. Be- 
fore Frankland and his crew 
flew their first sortie the 
squadron was ordered to 
Nuremberg. He had helped 
load the bombers with win- 
dow"--the tinsel strips drop- 
ped to confuse enemy radar— 
and next morning the realisa- 
tion began that ber Com- 
mand had that might been 
mauled.

Now, for ‘the first. time, 
Frankland began: to miss fami- 
liar faces inthe mess and 
notice empty chairs at break~- 
fast.

In al] probability, attacks on 
bathers by sharks have in many 
instances been incorrectly de- 
signated barracuda attacks, 


Suddenly, I saw Marx wave 
his long arm underwater and 
point toward a mushroom-shaped 
coral head, Then he removed 
his snorkel _ mouthpiece and 
shouted to Cappy, our Maya 
skipper who had been trailing 
us in the dinghy. Cappy rowed 
rapidly to Marx, who said in 
Spanish, “Tiburon, Tiburon,” 
which is Spanish for “shark.” 


_ Monster 


The very word literally sent 
chillg up and down my spine. I 
‘held to the gunwale of the 
dinghy~-prepared to leap on 
board—and looked underwater 
toward the coral. There was, 
about thirty feet down, an im- 
mense hulk of slate-gray 
stretched on the sand, partly 
sheltered by the coral. 


My heart pounded wildiy as 
I watched Marx tie a white line 
to his spear, The other end of 
the line was attached to the 
dinghy. If Marx successfully 
harpooned the shark, he would 
let go of the gun and the shark 
would pull Cappy around in the 
dinghy until it became exhaust- 
ed. Even with his endurance 
and wind Marx could not hope 
to land a shark that size alone. 


Even so, he was a big shark. 
Marx estimated his length as 1U 
feet. We think he was a tiger 
shark, but we are not certain 
because ‘there are scores of 
species of shark and they are 
not easy to identify. He was 
definitely not a sand shark, 
which is tan or light brown, or 
@ nurse shark, whose configura~ 
tions are well known. 

Marx cocked his gun and 
swam until he was directly over 
the shark. Bennett, holding an 
underwater camera, moved in 
close to get a picture. I hung 
back near the dinghy watching 
underwater, breathing hard 
through my snorkel. 

Marx jackknifed and headed 
for the bottom with his spear 
arm held straight out.
